A remarkably brilliant bird is |. 


the scarlet tanager. So bright, so 
beautiful, so strange—this Fire 


Bird. Such spectacular plumage, |: 


almost unrivaled in North Ameri- 
can birds, is an arresting sight, 
and makes a lasting impression 
once seen. 


The male proudly wears a coat 
of brightest red set off by coal 
black wings and tail. He loses 
most of this flaming color in the 
autumn, when he is through with 
nesting duties, in late August or 
September. 

The female scarlet tanager, less 
attractive in style and dress, is 
more sombre-colored in_ harmony 
with the surrounding foliage. Her 
attire is chartreuse, darker green 
above, more yellowish below, with 
wings brownish or blackish. The 
leaves on the trees are’ expanding 
as she arrives to take up house- 
keeping duties, and she blends into 
the background inconspicuously. 

This tree-top bird of quiet de- 
meanor winters in northwestern 
South America, migrating across 
Cuba, Jamaica and Yucatan, and 
along the east coast of Central 
America. It adds immeasurably to 
the New England scene when it 
returns from its winter vacation 
in the tropics, and we welcome 
{ts presence wholeheartedly to 
northern forests among oaks and 
hemlock. Some of the tanagers 
may remain to nest in northern 
Alabama and Georgia, while oth- 
ers will reach southern Canada. 

Searlet tanagers find congenial 
summer quarters in high open 
woods and build rather small, flat, 
loosely constructed nests of twigs, 
rootlets and grasses variously in- 
termingled, lining them with 
weed stems and grasses. The nest 
is placed on a horizontal Jimb, an 
average of 20 feet from the 
ground. It looks a good deal like 
the rose-breasted grosbeak's fiim- 
ay platform but has more lining 
material. The three to five eggs 
are greenish-biue, minutely speck-

led or boldly spotted with reddish 
brown. . 


In shaded woodlands where it 
finds abundant food, the scarlet 
tanager makes a spot of glowing 
color. An extremely useful bird 
and beautiful to see. Caterpillars 
and similar slow moving insects of 
the high tree-tops are his fare. He 
canvasses trees for injurious in- 
sectsa—gypay moths, leaf rollers, 
wood boring, bark and click bee- 
tles. During the cooler weather 
of early spring he goes to the 
ground picking up grubs, grass- 
hoppers, earthworms and ground 
beetles. There is one record of a 
scarlet tanager that ate 35 gypsy 
moths a minute for 18 minutes! 
Would that Massachusetts could 
regiment the tanagers to eradicate 
this pest and others equally de- 
structive. 


The other day, as we drove 
along ® country road, our eyes 
were caught by the sight of a bird 
flying high, ahead of us. It alight- 
ed on the telegraph wire in full 
view of any passersby, and to our 
surprise was a tanager. Woods, 
now dense, now open, bordered 
the dirt road and through an open- 
ing In the trees, 4 column of sun- 
ahine spotlighted the red and 
black bird. He seemed to biaze 
with color—an intense scarlet, al- 
most too bright for the eyes. Un- 
conacious of his surroundings, he

This Adams-Goldfine business is disgusting enough in 

- itself, but it is not the two men inyolved that worry us; it 

is the atmosphere, the pall, the miasma, of graft and greed

Or because small 
town editors “figure they can’t change the national trend 
anyway.” :
